Pre-Installation

Prior to installing TalstarGuard Collars, it is suggested that a site inspection is performed and
the following precautions are carried out. Elimination of any active colony of economically
important wood feeding species of subterranean termite found within the property boundary
up to a distance of 164 ft. (50m) from the proposed new building work. All tree stumps, logs,
and roots,. shall be excavated and removed from the building footprint. All timber off-cuts,
building debris, removable framework and other waste materials shall be removed from the
area where the TalstarGuard Collars are to be installed. All structural material below the
ground is to be made. from termite resistant material such as masonry, concrete, steel, etc.

Installation .

To install TalstarGuard Collars, position the similarly sized collar over the penetration pipe
and push down until it makes contact with the pre-laid moisture membrane. No sticking or
gluing is required as the fit is snug over the pipe.
